Cathy Catlin, now a coed at 
Hartnell, will hopefully partici- 
pate in the 880-yard run. Cathy 
has been well-trained by coach 
Ed Adams and has the qualifica- 
tions of next year’s Olympic 
winner. 

Since 1965, she has set an 
American record for two laps at 
2:14.46 in the National AAU 
meet at Columbus, Ohio; she 
also holds a Pacific Association

AAU record in the girls’ 440 
with her time of 57.1, and 
placed 15th and 6th in the Na- 
tional AAU in 1965. 


How did she get interested in 
a sport such as track? Cathy 
said, “I began running in gram- 
mar school, just for fun. And 
once in high school, I began 
thinking of track.on a more ser- 
ious level. To run in competi- 
tion, you really have to think of 
track as more than just a game, 
otherwise your discipline isn’t up 
to par.” 

Cathy, a newcomer to Hart- 
nell, is getting well-known by 
the athletes as the girl no one 
can catch (although many are 
trying). 

The amount of practice and 
self-discipline that' goes with 
any competition is unbelievable 
when you have a hopeful eye on 
a chance at the 1968 Olympics. 
For instance, Cathy runs at least 
two miles after school with the 
boys track team daily; her time 
is usually about 2:0.5. 

Her plans for the Olympics to 
be held in Mexico City are, of 
course, to win. Last year, Cathy 
participated in the “Little Olym- 
pics,” which was also held in 
Mexico City. This was quite an 
opportunity to meet track mem- 
bers from other nations around 
the world, and also to get some 
sort of insight as to what to ex- 
pect in the 1968 Olympics. 

The major problem, according 
to Cathy, that faces American 
runners is the altitude there, 
which is 1% miles above sea lev- 
el. “When you arrive a few 
weeks before the event, you ac- 
tually don’t have enough time to 
practice under these conditions,” 
she said. “Many other countries 
that will be represented in the 
tournament will be there for a

Although Frosh Brian Wad- 
wood has been kayaking only 
since March, he already has 
experienced the excitement of 
kayak competition in Colorado, 
Utah, and most recently, Cali- 
fornia’s Feather River, where 
he placed sixth in the Nation- 
al White Water Champion- 
ships and fourteenth in the 
West Coast Slalom Champion- 
ships.

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Colorado Rocky Mountain School 
after a year at Salinas High, 
Brian first became interested in 
this thrilling sport and trained 
under Roger Paris, former North 
American kayak champion, who 
taught kayaking at the school. 
Brian practiced in a mineral 
bath pool for two weeks before 
he ever went into a river. Dur- 
ing this time, he learned to read 
the water, to recover once he 
flipped over, and to use his pad- 
dles for full strength. 

‘Kayaking gives a person a 
real sense of freedom. It’s fresh 
and clean with excitement only 
to be described as a cross be- 
tween snow skiing, surfing and 
skateboarding,” said Brian. “You 
learn to care for your boat as if 
it were a part of you, as you 
would care for your legs if you 
ran cross country.” 

Brian made his own fiber 


glass kayak extra heavy so he 
could surf with it. It’s a one- 
man kayak with spraycover 
and designed for speed and 
agility. It actually weighs 
about 35 pounds and is 13% 
feet long. Made from a mold 
in 20 hours, the ‘cost was 
about $75. The craft also has 
a fiber glass seat and knee 
pads inside. Brian made his 
fiber glass paddles with a 
Playboy pin-up molded into 
each blade. 


During the summer, Brian 
practiced distances up Carmel 
River. He also concentrated on 
speed and endurance. 

Future plans for this kayak 
enthusiast include the 68 Olym- 
pics in Mexico City, where Brian 
plans to build up interest in ka- 
yaking through demonstrations 
to Olympic officials.

Plenty Of ‘Sand Pebbles’ 


Robert Wise, the prominent 
Hollywood _ producer / director 
who has made such outstanding 
films as “West Side Story” and 
“The Sound of Music,”

magnitude and eminence that it 
fairly defies description at times. 


The film is “The Sand Peb- 
bles,” the story of the men 
aboard the United States gun- 
boat, San Pablo, stationed on 
China’s Yangtze River in 1926, 
The year is one in which the 
people of the great Asian coun- 
try arose and cried in rebellion.

McQueen, late of “The Great 
Escape,” has risen in the past 
several years to new heights in 
motion picture acting. “The 
Sand Pebbles” has helped to 
speed up the process. As sea- 
man Jake Holman, whose only 
real love in life is a steam en- 
gine, McQueen is extraordinary. 
His very last scene, in which he 
waits in a Chinese courtyard 
alone facing imminent death, is 
a breathless, beautiful, shining 
moment. He is playing an un- 
forgettable man, with unforget- 
table power. McQueen was 
nominated for an Academy 
Award for his “Sand Pebbles” 
performance last spring, a well- 
deserved honor for his work. 


Attenborough, also of “The 
Great Escape,” is thrilling as 
Frenchy, the lonely seaman who 
takes a Chinese wife (Marayat 
Andriane) secretly when his su- 
periors forbid the match.

He is es- 
pecially good in the scene in 
which he defies a mob of mili- 
tant Chinese which orders the 
San Pablo’s withdrawal from the 
harbor of Shanghai.

It’s doubtful that General 
Patton and his army of tanks
